For over 300 years no pastor 
has made the impact of C.H. 
Spurgeon, commonly called 
“The Prince of Preachers”, 
This English Baptist pastor of 
the 19th century is still one of 
the widest read and quoted men 
in religious circles. When con- 
sidering his books, the theme 
for generations has been: ‘‘Sell 
all that you have...and buy 
Spurgeon!’ Few books were 


’ written on the religious scene in 


Victorian England which did 
not mention his name. 

The last college conference 
address delivered by C.H. Spur- 
geon before his death January 
31, 1892 gives us much insight 
into Spurgeon’s greatness.

Spurgeon said of the inspired 
Bible: “Brethren, we will array 
ourselves in that which God has 


supplied us in the armoury of 


inspired Scripture...” “We are 
resolved, then, to use more fully 
than ever what God has 
provided for us in this Book, for 
we are sure of its inspiration. 
Let me say that over again. WE 
ARE SURE OF ITS INSPIRA- 
TION.” “To us the plenary ver- 
bal inspiration of Holy Scrip- 


ture is fact, and not 
hypothesis.” 
Spurgeon defended every 


verse and every section of his 
Bible: ‘After its present 
assailants are al} dead, their 
funeral sermons will be 
preached from this Book-not 
one verse omitted-from the first 
page of Genesis to the last page 
of Revelation.” “If you adopt 
theories which pare off a por- 
tion here, and deny authority to 
a passage there, you will at last 
have no inspiration left, worthy 
of the name.” ‘‘Today it is still 
the self-same mighty Word of 
God that it was in the hands of 
our Lord Jesus.” 

Spurgeon was a contem- 
porary with Westcott and Hort. 
The revised Greek and English 
New Testaments of these men 
had been printed 10 years when

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‘Spurgeon attacked changes in 


the Bible: ‘Are these correc- 
tors of Scripture infallible? Is it 
certain that our Bibles are not 
right, but that critics must be 
so?.,.Are we to believe that in- 
fallibility is with learned 
men?...AH possibility of cer- 
tainty is tranferred from the 
spiritual man to a class of per- 
sons whose scholarship is 
pretentious, but who do not even 
pretend to spirituality. We shall 
gradually be so bedoubted and 
becriticized, that only a few of 
the most profound will know 
what is Bible, and what is not, 
and they will dictate to all the 
rest of us. I have no more faith 
in their mercy than in their ac- 
curacy; They will rob us of all 
that we hold most dear, and 
glory in the cruel deed. This 
same reign of terror we shall 
not endure, for we still believe 
that God revealeth himself 
rather to babes than to the wise 
and prudent, and we are fully 
assured that our own old 
English version of the Scrip- 
tures is sufficient for plain men 
for all purposes of _ life, 
salvation, and godliness. We do 
not despise learning, but we will 
never say of culture or 
criticism, These be thy gods, O 
Israel!”

: One of the more mystifying proposals 
‘i've heard in state government over the 
@ oars was the recent idea put forth by 
Michigan’s Governor William Milliken 
that 71,000 state employees take some 
time off without pay to help out the state 
budget crunch, 

The idea, as I understand it, would be 

for state employees to take one day off 
per pay period—in other words, only work 
and get paid for nine days in a two week 
4 pay period instead of 10 days. 
a That way, state budget officials 
4 figured, the state could save about $3 
2 million in payroll every two weeks, and 
perhaps forestall the need to lay off em- 
ployees when a new budget year begins in 
a few weeks. 

There were several variations on the 
same theme in the  governor’s 
proposal~such as work 10 days in two 
weeks, but only collect pay for nine days, 
a. and take the other day’s pay at some time 
in the future, or add the other day to an- 
“{@aual vacation time; or take a leave of ab- 
sence for up to three months, without 
pay...sort of a non-paid sabbatical or 
something. 

At last look, not too many state em- 
ployees were jumping at the chance for 
more time off. Neither were their unions. 
It’s not surprising. 

What is surprising is the proposal's 
inherent admission that the state is at 
least 10 percent overstaffed. 

If the state can send its employees 
home one day out of 10 for the sake of in- 
stant economy, then why can’t it per- 
manently reduce its work force by that 
same 10 percent? Maybe that ‘“‘work’’ 
done on the 10th day is really not 
necessary in the first place. 

Or, if employees can take three months 
off without pay for the sake of helping out 
an immediate budget crunch, maybe their 
jobs should be scrutinized very carefully 
@ 0 see if perhaps they could take 12 mon- 
ths off—and not come back at all. 

it’s no wonder to me that more em- 
ployees don’t take the governor up on his 
suggestion. T'o do so would be a tacit ad-

mission that the employee really isn’t 


needed all that much. 

While we're talking about budget crun- 
ches and state jobs, attention is called to 
the recent hiring of a long-time state 
political writer as a top-level assistant to 
the Michigan budget and administration 
director. 

The new job, it was pointed out, will in- 
clude explaining to the public the in- 
tricacies of the state’s tax and budget 
systems, In other words, the new man 
will be a high-level public information of- 
ficer, 

Having known and worked with the 
new state employee for years, I don’t 
begrudge him his new job. It may indeed 
be filling a genuine unmet public need. 
However, I suggest that his first assign- 
ment might be to justify to the taxpayer 
his own hiring, especially in view of all the 
emphasis on tight budgets and layoffs 
and the like. 

In the same vein is the flap about 
Michigan State University President 
Cecil Mackey, and $90,000 in im- 
provements to his official presidential 
residence, and another $17,000 to uplift 
the presidential box at the Spartan foot- 
ball stadium. 

Again, perhaps the repairs were needed, 
but the justification to the taxpayer, in 
these tight times of state employee layof- 
fs and tuition increases at MSU and other 
state colleges, is a delicate and difficult 
matter. 

Maybe President Mackey should hire 
his own new public information officer to 
get his story to the taxpayers.

Many city dwellers can find 
spectacular fall color views at 
the local zoo or at a municipal 
park. There are bike trails win- 
ding through cities and out into 
the surrounding countryside. 

Best color viewing in 
Michigan this year will be Sep- 
tember 19 to October 12 in the 
Upper Peninsula and in the 
Lower Peninsula north of a line 
from Ludington to Standish. 
Advancing south to a line from 
Muskegon to Port Huron, fall 
color is at its peak in Michigan’s 
mid-section Oct.3-Oct. 19. Ex- 
treme southern Lower 
Michigan will have its best 
color viewing Oct. 10-Oct. 26. 

Absence of rainfall means 
leaves change color earlier. The 
1980 fall eolor schedule should 
be about the same as last year 
following a dry summer in the 
northern third of the Lower 
Peninsula but abundant rainfall 
elsewhere.

Around the World 
|, With Steve Rison 


EDITORS NOTE—This is 
part three in a five part series 
covering Steve Rison’s Trip 
‘Around the World”. 

My friend wasn’t home 
initially but his family’s recep- 
tion was, nevertheless, ex- 
tremely warm and comforting. 
The pleasant evening, however, 
certainly taxed my ability to 
communicate with gestures 
and what little German I have 
been able to pick up and ad- 
ditionally has convinced me 
that, with the number of Ger- 
man speaking friends I have, 
that I should start te study 
German upon my return, Later 
in the night I had another fine 
reunion with Josef as we 
reminisced over the spaces we 
shared and what we’ve done in- 

_ between. 

The farmhouse, built in the 
1600’s, made a beautiful picture 
of the traditional dark brown 
wood Alpin facade with flower 
boxes of red and yellow flowers. 
It is situated along with the ad- 
joining barn (home of Fink and 
Flora the cows), on a steep 
slope overlooking the village of 
Zell and the Zillertall Valley. It 
was like another good omen 
that I was afforded a couple of 
rain-free days to see the beauti- 
ful valley and surrounding 
snow-peaks glistening in the 
sun. The last of the hay harvest 
dried on drying stakes and we 
finished the haying in an inter- 
esting process which utilized a 
motorized pivotal pulley which 
drew a hay-filled wooden sled 
up the mountain into the barn. 
It was unique and efficient and 
allowed for the practical use of 
even the most difficult 
topography. Being a part of this 
simple yet comfortable life in 
such magnificient surroun- 
dings, if only briefly, made me 
appreciate the mountains and 
Austria in a way never before 
realized. 

I then proceeded to Salsburg 
and though, I tried, I couldn't 
really hear Julie Andrews sing- 
ing ‘‘Sound of Music’’-mostly it 
was the continued sounds of 


rain. Nevertheless, I found it a 
beautiful city and certainly 
deserving of its title “Rome of 
the North’. 

Memingen, Germany was my 
next stop-an old Bavarian town 
west of Munich where lived a 
friend whom I had traveled with 
for awhile in India. He and his 
family, like the friends before, 
were warm and hospitable and 
bent over backwards to make 
me feel at home and to share 
their town with me. Memingen

There was another fortunate 
break in the weather, so one af- 
ternoon a few friends and I 
headed off on a 20 kilometer 
bicycle ride to a neighboring 
village where we visited the 
village inn for an traditional 
drink-beer, coke and cognac- 
can you imagine (?) followed by 
a short walk up to the 13th cen- 
tury castle-Schloss Kronburg. 
There we were able to have a 
Short chat with Baron von 
Westernach who complained 
about how hard it was to keep 
up a castle. (Too much dusting I 
suspect),
